that the reason it does not do the 
work claimed for it is because it is 
not level on its foundation and he 
sets 
to work to 
rectify what

thinks is the error 
In the end 
he 
finds he cannot 
make it work with 
the full power claimed 
and hires a 
moohanlc 
When the mechanic fails 
he blames him 
and after he 
has 
spent more money than n good guar ¬ 
anteed engine would cost laid down 
from the local dealer he 
becomes 
disgusted 
and 
tells his 
neighbors 
that gasoline 
engines are no good 
The real reason for the failure of 
the engine to do its work lies in the 
fact that the mail order house 
lied
